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FRANCE AS IT WAS 40 YEARS AGO 


RECALLED BY REV. FR. DRUMMOND 


| 


Address is Given Before Saint Jean Baptiste Society in Separate 


School Halli—Talk Was 


Given in French and Was Very 


Delightful 


Sunday afternoon at three o'clock 
in the Separate School Hall, Third 
street, Rey. Father Drummond, at the 
request of Dr. Boulanger, president of 
the Saint Jean Baptiste Society, gave 
an informal talk In French on his re- 
collections of France as he saw it 
when he sojourned in many rts of 
that interesting country more than 
forty years ago. His conversational 
lecture entitled “Mon Sejour en 
France’ though treating of a bygone 
age was found full of new and striking 
personal Impressions. English-speak- 


ing people who understood French 
were pleased to listen to one of the 
most accomplished linguists of the 
day. 

With all the charm of a finished 


raconteur and a rippling sense of hu- 
mor, Rev. Father Drummond's talk 
was a happy blending of facts and 
fancy. 

Though brought up in Canada, 
the Jesuit's childhood was spent in a 
French atmosphere. HKver since the 
historic St. Ours family had come to 
Canada a member had gone to France 
each year, so that the young theolog- 
ical student, when going back to the 
land of his ancestors and journeyed to 
haunts with whieh his imagination 
was already familiar. 

The speaker described his winter 
spent at Hyevres, where there was a 


snowfall of twenty minutes in three 
months, and where dignified priests 
strolled around under white sun- 


shades in the month of February, 
Emphasizing the very human trend 


of his talk, Rev. Father Drummond 
told of a visit to Monte Carlo, his 
curiosity taking him there at nine 
o'clock in the morning. (Deserted 
haunt at that hour.) 

The different ways in which the 


French language was spoken in var- 
ious parts was cleverly taken off, due 
emphasis being placed on “‘accenta- 
tion” or lack of accententation of cer- 
tain consonants as the case might be. 
The purest French, the speaker ay- 
erred, was spoken in the Touraine 
eountry. 


Attention was directed to the “sub- 
tlety of French advertising. Much 
talk centred about the appearance of 
le petit journal regarding which were 
seen many old posters “Quand paraitra 
t-il?” (When will it appear?) Every- 
one’s interest concerning the name of 
the paper was roused to a pitch of 
curiosity, On its appearance it) was 
nameless, or rather it was called ‘Le 
Petit Journal,” of publia comment 
and curiosity for thee months a 

The sojourn was in 1873, twe 
after the Franco-Prussian war, 

In Paris only the Tuilleries told the 
horrors which had gone before, the 
speaker remarked, It was while vis- 
iting a chateau in Orleans that Father 
Prummond saw the aftermath of pain 
and humiliation following the war-—-- 
humiliation because of the treachery 
of the Napoleon III. regime. Here 
some interesting historical facts were 
cited. Two years after the war the 
huge indemnity had been paid. 

What is to be the condition of 
France after the war? came the wist- 
ful query from the speaker. Then 
hopefully the speaker voiced his re- 
flections-—"‘All I can say is that hu-

London, Oct. —~During 
the three and one-half months 
of battle on the Somme, the 
British have captured 30,000
